GERMANY’S VIEWS 
ON AMERICAN NOTE 


Ambassador Gerard Cables In- 
formally Concerning Attitude 
to Submarine Warfare. 


BEST TERMS ARE SOUGHT 


Berlin Wishes Apparently to Sat- 
isfy Washington, but Concede 
Little as Possible. 


Bv Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—Secretaryr 


Lansing stated today that a dispatch 
had been received, from Ambassador 
Gerard giving informally the views cf 
the German Government on submarine 


warfare, but this Government has not 
replied. 

While declining to discuss the contents 
of the dispatch, Mr. Lansing let it be 
known that the proposals contained in 
it were similar to those which have al- 
ready been discussed in Berlin press dis- 
patches, indicating a desire to clarify 
the situation before making formal an- 
swer. 

The outlook for a favorable outcome 
'of the issue between the United States 
and Germany over submarine warfare 
was today regarded as having improved 
considerably by the beginning of infor- 
mal negotiations. 

It has not been known until within the 
last day or two that a preliminary ex- 
change of views was in progress be- 
tween the two countries regarding the 
nature of the forthcoming German reply 
to the last American note. 


Dispatch 


Mr: Lansing stated that there had 
been no exchange of views as yet and 
that no negotiations had been entered 
into by the American Government. Mr. 
Gerard’s dispatch has been transmitted 
to President Wilson, where the decision 
rests as to the character of instructions 
to be given tlie American Ambassador 
in answering the inquiries of Berlin of- 
ficials. 

The effort of the German Government 
to learn informally what proposals 
would be acceptable to the United States 
Government, created the. distinct -im- 
pression in official quarters that the dis- 
pute betwéen the two Governments 
événtually would bé aimicably resdlvéd. 

The message from Mr. Gerard was 
somewhat garbled in transmission: It 
gave no indication as to the time when 
the formal reply would be ready. 

What Herr von Jagow, the German 
Foreign Minister, suggested in his con- 
ference with Ambassador Gerard as to 
means of méeting the American point 
of view on submarine warfare, was not 
revealed at the State Department. It 
is known, however, that the aim of the 
German Government is to insure the 
safety of Americans traveling on pas- 
sengér ships and at the same time main- 
tain the effectiveness of the submarine 
as a destréyver of ships primarily en- 
gaged in contraband traffic.

posed a joint system of inspection, 
through which it shall be established 
that belligerent ships sailing from Amer- 
ican ports are primarily engaged in pas- 
senger traffic. Details are lacking as to 
whether Germany will consent to the 
carriage of any contraband on such ves- 
sels. 

As for the treatment of cargo ships. 
officials are not clear as to how the 
American point of view, as expresssed 
in its recent notes, can be satisfied un- 
less German submarines, before attack- 
ing, undertake to transfer the crew to 
a place of safety, in accordance with 
the naval prize codes of all nations. 
New difficulties have arisen which now 
complicate the situation. These are the 
cases of the British liners Armenian and 
Anglo-Californian, which cargo ships, by 
making repeated efforts to escape, justi- 
fied attacks by the German submarines. 

Comparatively no attention is being 
given in the informal discussions, which 
have arisen to the case of ships flying 
American flags, as complete immunity 
from attack has, in effect been guar- 
anteed such ships by Germany’s most 
recent note. 

While no definite assurance has been 
given officials here believe that further 
attacks without warning will not be 
made against any vessel, whether of 
neutral or belligerent character, at least 
until a means of insuring the safety of 
Americans on the high seas is agreed 
upon in the present negotiations.

FIGHT GREW INTO 
DESPERATE GRIME

Two East St. Louisans Quarreled 
Over Truck Patch and 
Came ‘to Blows. 


EXCITEMENT DID THE REST 


Encounter Magnified Into Sledge- 
hammer Murder and Thrill- 
ing Capture on River. 


Excited persons and the activity of 
the telephone responsible this 
morning for a thrilling story of “battle, 
murder and sudden death,’’ which sent 
St. Louis policemen scurrying along th« 


Mississippi River front to intercept a 
supposed murderer and mixed things up 
generally. 

It started with a sociable fight be- 
tween Frank Ross, 48 years old, of 
1946 Central avenue, Past St. Louis, and 
his partner, Isaac Hughes, 58, 605 Pig- 
gott avenue, East St. Louis, a watch- 
man for the Alton & Southern Railway 
at Cahokia. The two quarreled about 
a truck patch they owned together at 
Cahokia. 

The men had an agreement that Ross 
was to farm the land and Hughes was 
to furnish tools and provisions. Flood 
water recently drowned out the crop. 
Ross says that food became scare— 
that he had lost 4 pounds in two weeks 
from under feeding in fact—and that 
he went to his home in East St. Louis 
last night to ret a meal. 

When he returned he declares Hughes, 
who weighs 240 pounds, abused him for 
leaving the farm, threatened him with a 
revolver and finally hit him with his 
fist. He declares he seized Hughes by 
the gun hand and pounded him over the 
head with a small clawhammer until 
friends separated them. Even then, he 
says, Hughes tried to follow up the 
fight until Ross knocked him down. 

Ross then took his extra clothing to a 
near-by dredge boat to leave them with 
a friend. Then he boarded a frieght 
train for East St. Louis, while Hughes 
was sent to an East Side hospital on 
another train. 

By the time the story got to the Sher- 
iff’s office in East St.. Louis, it had beeh 
hadvariourly adorned, Ross had killed 
Hughes with a sledgé hammer, it ran, 
had been surrounded by a crowd from 
which he broke awdy, had seized a shot- 
gun and started shooting, had again 
been disarmed, had beén nailed up in a 
caboose und started for the Sheriff's of- 
fice. ‘

Deputy sheriffs met the train” at 
Third and Broadway, but failed to *nd 
Ross. Somebody télephoned that he 
had escaped and had taken a skiff, 
starting across the Mississinpi. The po- 
lice here were notified and officers 
were sent to head him off. A later 
report had it that he had been over- 
taken in midstream by a launch ard 
captured. 

What actually happened was that Ross 
had ridden on a forward part of the 
train until he got into East St. Louis. 
Then he went over and surrendered toa 
deputy Sheriff. 

Dr. A. D. MeQuillin, who attended 
Hughes at St. Mary’s Hespital, said he 
had several bad scalp wounds but was 
not dangerously injured.

British Aviator Informs Rodman 
Wanamaker Craft Is Doing 
Better Than Ever. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 6.—Neither the 
flying boat America nor its aviator, 
Squadron Commander John Cyril Porte, 


was lost in the North Sea, as dispatches 
from London indicated on June 30. 

In refutation of the story, the Brit- 
ish aviator who was to have ruided the 
America on its transatlantic trip had 
not the war interfered has sent the fol- 
lowing cablegram to Rodman Wana- 
maker, former owner of the flying boat 
and patron of. the across-the-sea flight: 

“LONDON, July 3, 1915. 
“Rodman Wanamaker, Philadelphia: 

‘Report entirely unfounded. Flying

The America is by far the mort pow- 
erful seaplane in the British service, 
and exceeds anything else in the avia- 
tion corps of the contending nations. Her 
size enables her to carry about a ton 
of explosives, and she demonstrated 
her ability in a raid some months ago 
over Belgium, which was led by Squad- 
ron Commander Porte.

Servants 
then appeared in numbers, and foremost 
among them was one who had picked up 
a large lump of coal from a scuttle as 
he ran up the stairs. 

One smashing biow on the head with 
the coal subdued Holt; his grip on the 
pistol relaxed, blood poured from hir 
head and he became insensible. In a 
few moments the servants had him 
trussed up with ropes and trunk straps, 
awaiting the arrival of the police. 

Meanwhile, Morgan had struggled to 
his feet, bleeding profusely. He walked 
the length of the corridor to the west 
room on the second floor, and, calmly 
picking up a telephone, called his office 
in New York. “I've been shot through 
the stomach,"’ he said over the wire. 
“Get the best doctor you can.”’ 

Then he was induced .to Ne upon the 
bed and was undressed, revealing a sec- 
\ond wound in the leg, of which he had 
been unconscious up to that moment. 


30 Italians Scale 7000-Foot Peak, Cap~- 
ture Fortress. 

UDINE, Italy, via Paris, July 6.—De- 
tails have been received of the taking 
by the Italians of Zeilenkofel Peak, west 
of Monte Pass, on June 26. 

This mountain is more than 7000 feet 
high and is usually ascended from the 
Austrian side, as the Italian slope has 
been considered impassable. The Aus- 
trians had a fixed observation point, 
with 40 men entrenched below the tot 
of the mountain, whence they signaled 
with the heliograph to their artillery. 
The Italians, finding it impossible t» 
take the front line, decided to try the 
route which has been considered ini- 
passable. 

Thirty volunteers from the Alpine 
troops, headed by two Lieutenants, 
climbed the almost perpetual perpendicu- 
lar face of the mountain, tied together 
by ropes. They carried a machine gun 
in pieces strapped on their shoulders. 
When they reached the top overlooking 
the Austrian encampment, they waited 
until night and then opened fire with 
the machine gun, after which they 
charged with bayonets before the Aus- 
trians had time to recover from their 
surprise. Only one Austrian, the officer 
in command, escaped. 

When the sun rose, the Italians used 
the heliograph, which had caused so 
much damage, to summon the Alpine 
soldiers below. The latter joined their 
comrades and made the positions secure 


Germans Deny Russia Destroyed Ves- 
sel of Deutschland Type. 

BERLIN, via London, July 6.—Semi- 
official statements issued here say the 
Russian report of the destruction of a 
vessel of the Deutschland type is not 
true. That the mine layer, Albatross, 
lowered the German flag before making 
for Swedish territory, also is denied. It 
is said 1500 shots were fired at the Al- 
batross by the Russians. Only % of 
these struck the boat. 


1400 Cases of Cholera in Austrian 
Prison Camp; More Than 300 Deaths. 

LONDON, July 6—An alarming out- 
break of cholera has occurred in the 
prisoners’ camp at Lebreczen, Hungary, 
according to the Budapest correspondent 
of the Morning Post.

$65,000 FINDING AGAINST CITY 
FOR CROSSING DAMAGE UPHELD 


|} Judge Shields Sustains Decision of 
im Faver of 
Car Company. 

Cireuit Judge Shields today sus- 
tained the finding of three special 
commissioners that the city owes 
$65,000 to the American Car Co. for 
damages to its plant because of the 
depressed railway tracks under .the 
new Vandeventer-Tower Grove via- 
duet, 

The tracks had to be depressed in 
the viaduct method of eliminating the 
grade crossing there. The car com- 
pany had private tracks connecting 
with those of the railways, and al- 
leged that the grade for the private 
tracks made necessary by the change 
was too steep to be practicable.

These editors have been most frank, especially in their atti-

One of the men I talked to is Prof. 
Ludwig Stein, editor and publisher of 
Nord und Sud, Germany's great contem- 
porary review and most intellectual po- 
litical publication, and under the pseu- 
donym, of “Diplomaticus,”’ a widely- 
known: writer on politica, subjects. He 
said: 

‘“'Tinat the war has reached and passed 
its highest point. 

“That with President Wilson's note 
began its disintegration. 

“That the note was the signal for the 
‘rehumanization’ of the war and has 
already had much- good effect. 

Starvation Policy Two Years Old. 

‘That Great Britain had the starva- 
tion war policy in mind two years ago.” 
He bases this belief on letters, which 
he showed to me, from Mr. Balfour, the 
ex-Premier, now First Lord of the 
Adiniralty. 

“That Great Britain hindered the call- 
ing of a third Hague conference, to reg- 
ulate neutral commerce in time of war.” 

Prof. Stein is a citizen of Switzerland, 
for % years was a professor of philo- 
sophy there, and for 15 years one of the 
three leading directors of the Interna- 
tional Parliamentary Bureau at. Berne. 
He is a friend of Andrew Carnegie. ris 
gon is an officer in the Swiss army. In 
1915 he was one of the leaders in the un- 
successful movement to bring about a 
better understanding between Great 
Britain and Germany. 

“At the beginning of the war I wrote, 
*President Wilson has shown us won- 
Gerfully how to write history, now let 
him show us how to make history,’ ”’ 
gaid Prof. Stein. ‘I read President Wil- 
gecn'’s as a ‘rehumanization’ document. 

“Tt is significant that on the same 
day, or the one immediately following, 
Mr. Balfour announced. that the Ger- 
man submarine boat crews, up to then 
regarded as not worthy of treatment as 
prisoners of war, should be played in 
the same status of treatment as other 
honorable prisoners of war, and that 
M. Millerand (the French War Minister) 
announced at the same time the aban- 
donment of inhuman French camp for 
German prisoners in Dahomey, and a 
genera!) amelioration of the treatment of 
German priscners in French Africa. 

Recome Rivals in Humanity. 

"There may have been no previous 

understanding between President Wil- 
son, Mr. Balfour and M. Millerand, but 
at least it showed that the latter :wo 
didn't want to be behind President Wil- 
son in the matter of humanity. 
“That's cne great thing President 
Wilson ‘ias done: He has brought think- 
ing minds back to the consideration of 
humanity in war. The Germans have 
underestimated the intellectualism, the 
morality and the moral streneth of 
America. The Germans have allowed 
themselves to be misled with tales of 
Rockefeller, Morgan and others: tales of 
dollars and luxury unknown to them in- 
clined them to judge America there- 
Dy. 

“Not only charity begins at home, but 
morality begins at home. President 
Wilson has shown a will and a way 
toward rehumanization, but if he 
teaches a moral he should demand a 
moral. That brings me to the question 
at issue. 

“Who broke the moral first: who first 
ignored and violated international law, 
disregarded the conventions that result- 
ed in the submarine warfare on com- 
merce? England did. 

‘For the first time in history did a na- 
tion lay siege to another nation in an 
attempt to starve it into submission. It 
Was England that for the first time 
in history made war on and attacked 
the women, children, aged and invalids 
vf another nation. 


Cites Letter From Balfour. 

“Was that not breaking the world’s 
moral code? That England had con- 
sidered the possibility of starving Ger- 
many; that it had been under considera- 
tion as far back as 1912, is indicated, if 
not proved, by an open letter written to 
me by Mr. Balfour in that year, and 
published in Nord und Sud. He writes: 

“There are two ways in which an en- 
emy may be crushed. Either it can be 
conquered or starved out.’ 

“Balfour says that neither of these 
Ways are open to England as against 
Germany, but that both would be open 
to Germany as against England, were 
Germany to become the master of the 
Worth Bea. 

“England hindered the calling of the 
third Hague conference and in various 
ways defeated its convening. This con- 
vention was to consider one principal 
question. That was the regulation of 

traband, noncontraband and neutra! 
merce during the war. 


' “km September, 108, Lord Weardale 


complained bitterly in The Hague, also 
tne Russian Minister there, that for 
commerce in time of war undoubtedly, 
also for submarines, which, up to the 
last conference were practically un- 
Known, the technology had been faster 
and more progressive than international 
‘aw which codifies the new technology. 

“Here you have the new technology 
and the old internationai law on the one 
side and the policy and practice, hither- 
to unknown, to starve an entire nation 
on the other. Through them has come 
the present situation between America 
and Germany, and the most regrettable 
loss of American lives. 

First to Make Mistakes Must Act. 

“How can it be remedied? He who 
first makes mistakes and breaks the 
moral code should be the first to cor- 
rect that mistake. England began the 
policy and war of starvation, regardless 
of the rights of neutral commerce. Ger- 
many was compelled to answer by a 
counter measure in the form of its 
submarines. 

“If President Wilson can prevail on 
England to give up its policy and at- 
titude toward Germany, which has no 
basis in history and international law, 
Germany will call off its subrnarines 
from British commerce. 

‘‘May Mr. Wilson succeed. Plato said 
the world will not get better until the 
rulers become scholars and the scholars 
become rulers. May President Wilson 
be the scholar who is-to become the 
great moral ruler of the world.” 
President Can Solwe Ship Problem, 

Prussian Writer Says. 

Prof. Hans L. Delbreuck, publisher of 
the Prussia Jahrbuecher and a noted 
political writer, says: 

“The solution of the difficifty lies 
with President Wilson, who needs only 
Oo apply the means and power in his 
hands. Let him mediate if possible 
and persuade England to relax its in- 
terference with the trade of the neu- 
trals—or if necessary compel England— 
and Germany will immediately give up 
its submarine warfare against mer- 
chantmen. 

‘President Wilson need only to threat- 
en that he will prohibit the export of 
ammunition and other war material, 
and it will bring England to terms. 
We won't even ask England that she 
shall return wholly within the decla- 
ration’ of London all contraband which 
she utterly ignores, but shall ask that 
besides food, she shall let copper, cot- 
ton and rubber through. That is only 
reasonable and a request within the in- 
ternational principle of law which En- 
gland is deliberately violating and ig- 
noring, and which forced Germany into 
a position of compelling her to use her 
submarines against merchantmen. 

“At the beginning, Germany’s sub-

the commanders of submarines were 
forced to use stern nieasures by En- 
gland’s misuse of neutral flags and by 
attempting to run down the submarines 
when they were signaled to stop. 


. Raises Munitions Iasue. 
The basis of any misunderstanding 


between America and Germany, so far 
as the German people are concerned, is 
largely the ammunition question. We 
concede to President Wilson the formal 
tight that America make and sell am- 
munition to the allies. That is indis- 
putable. But morally and from a stand- 
point of humanity, we consider it 
wrong. 

“President Wilson is a high-minded 
man who is constantly dwelling on 
humaneness and humanity. We simply 
cannot reconcile that with his stand- 
point that morally he should not en- 
deavor to serve humanity by stopping 
the export of ammunition, which, with- 
out a shadow of doubt, is prolonging 
the war. 

‘‘Lioyd-George has said that while the 
cther nations were engaged in peaceful 
pursuits, Germany had piled up ammu- 
nition for war purposes. That does 
honor to our foresight which we did 
not deserve. Not even Germany's Gen- 
eral Staff foresaw anything like the 
incredible quantities of ammunition 
necessary for the next war. We had 
to, end are, making it all ourselves, 
We are dependent entirely upon our- 
selves for all the materials necessary 

“Understand me, we recognize Amer- 
ica’'s formal and undisputable right 0 
to deal, but we question it from a moral 
standpoint of humanity, and it is dif- 
ficult for our people to see In it fair 
play or a square deal, for which Amer. 
feans are famous. Let America at least 
insist that her neutral trade to Ger- 
many gets through to us, and we are 
still willing to believe it is the Iinten- 
tion of America to be fair to both sides.”’

Mrs. Emmette Ulbricht Kinkaid 
Loses Life in the Missouri 
Opposite St. Charles 


The body of Mrs. Emmette Ulbricht 
Kinkaid, 2 years old, wife of F. Dudley 
Kinkaid Jr. of 4243A Botanical avenue, 
who was drowned in the Missouri River 
opposite St. Charles about 9 a. m. yes- 
terday, has not been recovered. A 10g 
on which she was floating drifted from 
shallow water into a swift and eddying 
current, where she was swept beneath 
the surface. 
Kinkaid, with a snapshot camera in 
his hands, was about to make a photo- 
graph of his wife when he realized her 
danger and called to her to swim back 
to shore. 
Mrs. Kinkaid was a good swimmer and 
the distance to the shore was not great, 
but soon after she released her hold on 
the log in response to her husband’a 
warning, members of the outing party 
who had accompanied her to the river 
saw she was in trouble. 
Raising her arms above her head, Mrs. 
Kinkaid cried, ‘“‘Save me, Dudley!” 
Husband Tries to Save Her. 
Kinkaid dropped his camera and 
plunged into the water as his wife sank 
below the surface. He twice dived in an 
effort to save her but was unsuccessful. 
Fred Banister, a diver, was seized 
with cramps while trying to recover the 
body and it was necessary to toss a rope 
to him from shore to prevent him from 
drowning. Though dynamite was used 
in an effort to bring the body to the 
surface it was not recovered. 
As Miss Emmette Ulbricht, Mrs. Kin- 
caid, before her marriage in November, 
1912, was known to boat club members 
along the St. Louis river front as a 
strong and expert swimmer. It is ex- 
pected that volunteers from the boat 
clubs will aid in searching for the body. 
Because of Mrs. Kincaid’s known skill 
as a swimmer, members of her family 
believe a cramp caused her to drown. It 
was the first time she jad entered the 
water this year. Her as in float- 
ing out on the log was to demonstrate 
swimming strokes to a young woman 
in the party, who wanted to learn 1» 
swim. When she started the demon- 
stration, the log was in only thrue 
feet of water.

A motion filed in Judge Keerner's 


court for an order touching the distri- 
bution of assets of the Internationa! 
Fire Assurance and the Continental! Life 


Insurance companies, the twin com- 


panies promoted by Harry B. Gardner 


six years ago, is the first step toward 


ending the prolor-ged receivership of five 


years, during which various attorneys, 
acting as receivers, attorneys’ referees 
and commissioners have drawn $50,000 of 
the assets of the companies. Nothing 
has been paid to stockholders. 

The motion was filed by Attorney 
Chase Muorsey, representing the receiv- 
er, Matt G. Reynolds. Reynolds ts out 
of the city and the records of the assets 
to be distributed are not readily avail: 
able. 

An examination of the records in court 
show that during the time the $50,0M 
fees were being paid the lawyers admin- 
istering the receivership, nothing has 
been paid the stockholders, many of 
whom invested large amounts in the 
companies, which were taken in charge 
by receivers before they started in busi- 
ness.

that reason alone, America should re- 
gard them with a friendly eye and then 
it will not be difficult, through warn- 
ings given to the passengers, to prevent 
a repetition of the regrettable cases of 
death of Americans in the war zone. 

“Germany’s reputation should be @ 
sufficient guarantee that our Govern- 
ment will do everything possible in this 
war which was forced upon us, to pre- 
vent any harm coming to the interests 
and to the lives of Americans. The 
American press, if it helps to tear the 
meshes of the network of ‘untruth 
launched against us, can do much to- 
ward removing the crisis which has 
come into the German-American rela- 
tions. But there should be no delay. It 
is time for speedy actions.”’ 

Frankfort Gazette Editor Says 

Americans Do Not Understand. 

“Germany's relations to America will 
not be determined only by sober pc- 
litical and economical considerations, 
but, as is characteristic of the German 
people, very strongly—I might almost 
say too strongly—through their feeling 
and sentimental nature,’ said Dr. Au- 
gust Stein, political editor-in-chief of the 
Frankfort Gazette. 

Dr. Stein directs the political policy 
of one of the most important and inde- 
pendent papers in Germany from his 
headquarters in Berlin. Although com- 
paratively little known abroad, he is 
one of the most influential figures In 
the political press of Germany. 

“America is dear to our heart,’ he 
continued. “From childhood America 
was familiar to us; yes, intimate 
through the brotherhood in arms that 
existed with the great King of Prussia 
during your’ revolution, through the 
names and deeds of German men whv 
played an important role in the Civil 
War, and later in the political life cf 
America, of whom we are proud. | 


“Your Fatherland is a country where 
live the greatest number of Germans 
outside of the German empire. Here 
there are not many German families 
who have not near relatives on the 
other side of the Atlantic. We may be 
inclined to overestimate this sort of 
blood brotherhood, which the German 
element in America exists between the 
two countries, but through our hearts, 
our fancy and our imagination it af- 
fects our political judgment. For that 
reason, we deplored that in America 
so much belief and credit should be 
given to the campaign of lies, false 
accusation and charges opened there 
against us and that the sympathy of 
so large a part of the American people 
appears to be with our enemies. 


Misunderstood by Americans. 
‘The number who study or understand 


international law is small everywhere. 
Therefore, it was with deep pain and 
sorrow for the great. mass of German 
people, also for the educated, that neu- 
tral America should continuously fur- 
nish our enemies arms and ammunition, 
which, as a matter of fact, is prolong- 
ing the war. And just as little does 
public opinion in ‘Germany grasp why 
there is so little understanding and 
comprehension in America of our -sub- 
marine war and its necessity, and so lit- 
tle, I might say, of sympathy for a na- 
tion which is battling for its very ex- 
istence against tremendous odds and 
uses this new arm which it has anid 
which the principles of international! 
law will recognize just as the airship 
and aeroplane succeeded in getting such 
recognition. 

“A vast majority of the German peo- 
ple earnestly wish there were more un- 
derstanding and comprehension in the 
United States for our. struggle, an 
which is not alone for the existence of 
our own people. 

‘There is not a German who wishes a 
conflfet with the United States. I might 
say there are none who would not de- 
plore such a step. We are confidently 
counting upon an understanding and 
agreement of the questions which have 
arisen through the submarine war, but 
such an understanding as will not make 
it necessary for Germany to give up 
submarine warfare.’’ 

Ulistein Journalist Says Submarines 
Are Easential. 

“Itt is entirely out of the question that 
the German Government should aban- 
don its submarine war against British 
commerce. T haven't the slightest doubt 
that the German  pecople in entirety 
would unanimously withhold their sanc- 
tion of such a course by the Govern- | 
ment,”’ declared George Barnhard, di- 
rector-general and editor-in-chief of the 
Ulistein newspapers, which form one of 
the largest concerns in Germany. 

Herr Bernhard’s editorials are one of 
the features of the Democratic, Radical 
end Progressive Morgenpost, Abendpost, 
Breliner Zeitung Am Mittag and the Lib- 
eral Vossische Zeitung, which was 
tounded tn 1704. 

“Although unacquainted with the Gov- 
ernment’s intentions, I cannot believe 
this is its purpose, unless Great Britain 
abandons her attitude maintained hither- 
to concerning the admission of food- 
stuffs and such merchandise as neutrals 
are entitled to export to Germany. 
Doubtless the rupture of friendly rela- 
tions between America and Germany 
would produce a considerable moral ef- 
fect, but our military situation in this 
war, where the fighting armies num- 
ber millions, certainly would not be al- 
lowed thereby. 

“Happily, | do not see any reason to 
cause such a rupture, which is desired 
neither by the German Govérnment, the 
German people, nor by the American 
Government or people. Without. know- 
ing the nature of the answer, I do not 
doubt but our responsible authorities are 
prepared to meet the American Govern- 
ment regarding the safety of American 
citizens om the sea as far as possible 
without affecting effectively that arm 
of warfare chosen by us. 


Puts Blame on Great Britain. 


“Pray remember that this warfare was 
forced on us. England began by de- 
claring -the North Sea a war zone 
America did not object. That sense of 
justice for which the American people 
are known the World over to be pos- 
sessed with will acknowledge that we 
had to answer in the same measure. 
England is bent upon atarving out Ger. 
many’s women and children. 

“We want to protect ourselves agains’ 
that scheme. We are cut off entirely 
from the world and if in such a situaticn 
as we are in America would undoubted- 
ly not act differently from the way we 
are acting. We are fighting for our life 
and national existence. 

“I will not touch upon the questicn 
whether or not the assistance brought 
to the allies by American supplies of 
arms and ammunition is formally legiti- 


mate, but the fact remains that we are, 


debarred of such assistance. Through 
this fact alone we are at a very grea! 
disadvantage as against the allies. From 
manifold occurrences in this war the at- 
titude of America toward us is prob: 
ably the greatest surprise. We har- 
bored the belief that the traditional 
friendship and extensive commercial, in- 
tellectual and mutual relations which 
existed between the United States and 
Germany for a century and a half 
justified us in expecting we would he 
better known by America than is obvi- 
ously the case. America has allowed 
herself to be biased against us by 
adroitly handled influences and certain 
stock phrases.”’ 

Herr Barnhard appeared to think 
American opinion of Germany had been 
affected considerably by the belief in 
many places that the German people 
are living in a state of political bon4- 


“Americans are apt to forget that the 
suffrage of the German Reichstag, 
which has decided exclusively the most 
vital issues of the empire, is more free 
than the franchise of any Parliament 
in the world. It is more general thar: 
the franchise for the English Parlia- 
ment, whose constituents form only a 
comparatively small part of the English 
people. If, nevertheless, the Reichsteg 
does not possess today the same author- 
ity as against the Government as other 
European countries, the reason is to 
be found in the fact that it was created 
only 44 years ago and that the inde- 
rendent political life of Germany ha;

AND SKILL SAVED 
BRITISH STEAMSHIP 


|| Anglo-Californian So Maneuv- 


ered Vessel That Submarine 
Could Not Torpedo It. 


| 
QUEENSTOWN, July 6.—The story of 
the capteins of another British 


steamship tried to have his ship and car- 


y go from a submarine by flight and sea- 
i}manship was told by survivors when 
the Anglo-Californian, bound from Mon- 


treal to Queenstown, and laden, presum- 
ably, with war supplies, docked here. 
This one succeeded where the Armenian 
failed. 

The captain and nine sailors lay dead 
and the craft's superstructure was rid- 
Gled by the gunfire of the German “un- 
terseeboot,’’ but the survivors were very 
proud of having baffled the enemy, 
though he was their superior in speed. 

Survivors told how Capt. Parslow stooé 
on the bridge of the Anglo-Californian 
amidst a rain of shot and calmly direct- 
ed the movements of his ship until he 
was killed by a shell, and of how his 
Place was taken by his son until Brit- 
ish destroyers appeared and the sub- 
marine was compelled to flee. 

The Anglo-Californian left Montreal 
for the British Isles on June 24. The 
submarine was sighted at 3 o’clock last 
Sunday morning. Capt. Parslow ordered 
full steam ahead ard wireless calls for 
assistance were sent out. 


All Depended on Maneuvers, 
The submarine on the surface proved 


to be a far speedier craft than the 
steamer and rapidly overhauled her, 
meanwhile deluging her with shells. One 
shot put the wireless apparatus on the 
Anglo-Californian out of action. Finding 
he could not escape by running for it 
Capt. Parslow devoted all his atten- 
tion to maneuvering his ship so as to 
prevent the submarine from using tor- 

pedoies effectively. 
“Our captain a a brave man,” said

the submarine circled around us, vain- 
ly seeking to get a position from which 
it could give us a death blow with 
torpedoes. All the while the under- 
water boat continued to rain shot and 
shell upon us, and at times was so

boats, but this was very difficult under 
the shell fire.

Another shel! burst 
alongside him, shattering one of the 
spokes of the wheel, but young Pars- 
low remained at his post. 

The wireless calls that had been sent 
out at the first alarm had reached those

On their approach the submarine aban- 
doned the attack and submerged. Young 
Parsliow was still at the wheel when the 
destroyers came up.

Parsiow’s Conception of His

OPPOSES NAVY PUBLICISTS 


lf England Can’t Be Humbled by 
Shipping War, He Would 
Alter Submarine Policy. 


By Associated Press. 
BERLIN, via London, July 6.—Admiral 


Oscar von Truppel, at one time Gover- 
nor of Kiauchau, the German conces- 


sion in the Chinese province of Shan- 
tung, captured in November by the 
Japanese, has contributed an article to 
Der Tag, warning his compatriots not 
to underestimate the danger of a 
breach with the United States, and ask- 
ing them to- weigh seriously the ques- 
tion whether the value of Germany's 
submarine warfare against British com- 
merce is great enough to justify a con- 
tinuance of its present form at the ex- 
pense of a rupture with the transatlantic 
Jation. 

The article is remarkable not only for 
its open statement regarding the wide- 
reaching effects which the participa 
tion of America in the hostilities might 
exercise on the future course of the 
war—effects which Admiral von _ Tir- 
pel says are greatly underestimated in 
Germany—but also as a contribution 
from a naval officer. 

All the naval publicists of Germany 
hitherto heard from have been devot- 
ing their energies to accelerating pub- 
lic opinion against any modification of 
the submarine campaign, and endeavor- 
ing to prevent or to limit concessions 
to “prevent or to limit concessions to 
American demands in the forthcoming 
German note to Washington. 

Compromise Is Desired. 

The campaign between the advocates 
and the opponents of a compromise still 
is intense, and delivery of the note 
which a few days ago was scheduled 
for Monday or Tuesday, will probably 
be delayed several days. 

It is hoped by those who favor a com- 
promise that these days of additional 
consideration will produce a change in 
the attitude of the. naval party, whose 
views thus far have been opposed to 
any note of a character outlined previ- 
ously in these dispatches. 

This was to the effect that, in all prob- 
ability, the reply would embody propos- 
als to exempt ships employed wholly or 
principally in passenger traffic from sub- 
marine attacks, though making them 
subject to stoppage and examination. 
The “naval party, however, has been 
bringing heavy pressure to bear upon 
the Ministers engaged in consideration 
of the answer. 

Possible Effect of War. 

Admiral von Truppel, in his article in 
Der Tag, writes: 

“A German-American war, or even a 
rupture of diplomatic relations, the ef- 
fect of which would virtually be as 
areat, would injure German prospects 
more seriously than many believe, 
though America at first would be able to 
contribute little to the military strength 
of the Entente allies, except by an ac- 
celeration of the munitions supply, it 
could, in time, co-operate with consider- 
able land and sea forces, and with first- 
class submarines and aeroplanes, in the 
complete isolation of Germany. 

“It also could exercise such pressure 
upon the few remaining neutral coun- 
tries that these would probably be ar- 
rayed actively or passively among our 
enemies,”’ : ‘ 
om gg doe eda pte discounts the 

er existing American 
agreements with Great Britain against 
Germany, explaining that 
most improbable, owing to 
diplomatic traditions. 

“But it is undeniable,” he Says, “in 
spite of President Wilson's unquestion- 
able desire to reach a peaceful solu- 
tion of the problems, that the sympa- 
thies of a majority of Americans are 
on the side of England, and that only 
® spark might be necessary, under cer- 
tain conditions, to kindle this feeling 
into a hostile outbreak.”’ : 

Kernel of the Problem. 

The kernel of the problem, from the 
Gernian standpoint, concludes Admiral 
von Truppel, is contained in this ques- 
tion: 

“Can we hope, so far as we are able 
to foresee, to force England to its knees 
through submarine warfare against her 
commerce? 

“If the answer is in the negative. ’ 
he adds, “your submarine can find bet- 
ter employment against hostile war- 
ships, particularly in the hunting 
grounds of the Mediterranean, the Dar- 
danelles and Suez Canal. Submarine 
warfare against merchantmen, in tha’ 
case, could be modified or abandoned 
to obtain a more favorable neutrality 
from and the friendship of America. 
which would be of great value to Ger- 
many after the war. 

“If the answer is th the affirmative. 
then the law of self-preservation would 
justify us in using to the fullest extent 
our superiority in submarines, and we 
fan calmly accept all the consequences 
of it.”

TURKS LOST 5000 
AILLED IN ATTACKS 
AY DARDANELLES 


15,000 Were Wounded in Action 
Between June 28 to July 2, 
British Report Says. 


LONDON, July 6.—The official press 
bureau last night issued the following 
report from Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton cov- 
ering the recent operations in the Dar- 
danelles:

German Lieutenant General 
Killed and Another Dies 


BERLIN, via London, July 6. 
IEUT.-GEN. GEORGE HIL- 
ee DEBRANDT, commander of a 
German infantry division, 
fell in battle on July 3. He had a 
distinguished record and possessed 
iron crosses of both the first and 
second classes. 
Another Lieutenant-General, Von 
‘Pezel, has died of an illness con- 
tracted during the campaign. 


trenches by a bayonet attack. They 
have since been strengthened. At 5:30 
a. m. 2000 Turks moving from Krithia 
into a ravine were scattered by machine 
gun fire. 

‘The operations reflect great credit 
upon the vigilance and accurate shoot- 
ing of the Scorpion. The Turkish losses 
in the ravine were estimated at from 
1500 to 2000 dead. 

Another Attacks Fails. 

“About 10 p. m. on June 30, the Turks 
again attacked with bombs a portion 
of the most northerly trench captured 
by us on the 28th. An officer of the 
Gourk himself being wounded—not dan- 
gerously, as it turned out—the men be- 
came infuriated, flung all the bombs at 
the enemy and then charging down out 
of the trench used their Kukris for the 
first time and with excellent effect. 

“About dawn the Turks once more at- 
tempted to attack over the open, but 
nearly the whole of these attacking 
forces. about half a battalion, were shot 
down and a final bomb attack failed ut- 
terly. 

“Further reports from the Australian 
and New Zealand corps as to the ene- 
my’s attack on the 29th and 0th on our 
right flank state that the action was 
commenced with a very heavy fire from 
midnight until 1:30 a. m. to which our 
men replied only by a series of cheers. 
The Turks then launched their attack 
and came right on with bayonet and 
bombs. Those who succeeded in getting 
into our saps were instantly killed, the 
remainder were beat with bombs anid 
rifle fire from the Seventh and Bighth 
Horse. By 2 a. m. the enemy broke and 
many were killed while withdrawing. 

“The enemy’s attack was strongest on 
his right. The Turks were completely 
taken aback by the concealed sap con- 
structed well ahead of our main line and 
the dead are lying thickly in front of 
this. Some _got into the sap, several! 
across it. All these were wiped out by 
the fire from the main parapet further 
back. 

‘Following the defeat of this attack 
the enemy attacked at 3 a. m. on our 
left and 30 men came over the parapets 
in front of the right of Quinn’s post. 
These were duly polished off. 


Turk War Minister at Front, 

“Prisoners brought in state that three 
fresh battalions were employed in the 
main attack, which was made by per- 
sonal order of Enver Pasha (the Turk- 
ish War Minister), who, as they defi- 
nitely assert, was present in the 
trenches on June 29. This is confirmed 
by the statement of an intelligent Ar- 
menian prisoner captured on that date. 
According to him, stringent orders were 
recently issued that no further attacks 
were to be made, because if the Turks 
remained on the defensive the British 
would be forced to attack and would 
suffer severely, as the Turks hitherto 
had suffered, but Enver Pasha, when 
he arrived in the northern section, over- 
rode the instruction and orders were 
received by the prisoners’ regiment that 
the Australians were to be driven into 
the sea. 

“On July 2, after a heavy bombard- 
ment of our advanced positions by high 
explosives and shrapnel lasting half an 
hour, the ¢nemy infantry advanced, but 
were drivén back to the main nullah, 
about a mile from our front, by the 
accurate shooting of the Scorpion and 
by our rifle and machine gun fire. 

“About 7 a. m. the Turkish artillery 
recommenced their bombardment under 
cover of which two battalions emerged 
from the nuffah to the northeast of our 
most advanced trench and commenced 
an attack across the open, advancing 
in two regular lines. 

“At the outset a very effective shrap- 
nel fire from the tenth battery, Royal 
Field Artillery, caused great execution 
among the attacking force. Gurkha 
supports then advanced and there be- 
ing insufficient room in the trenches, 
took up a position on some excavated 
earth in the rear from which a deadly 
rifle fire was poured into the advancing 
lines. 


Ravines Full of Dead. 

“The Turkish officers could be seen 
endeavoring to get their men forward, 
but they would not face the fire and re- 
treated in disorder after suffering heavy 
casualties. The ground in front of our 
trenches in every direction can be seen 
covered with Turkish dead. Patrols 
sent out at night report that the valleys 
and ravines are also full of them. There 
can be no possible doubt that the 
enemy’s losses have been very heavy. 

“After checking and counterchecking 
the reports from ail sources, I put down 
their total casualties between June °S8 
and July 2, at 5150 killed and 15,000 
wounded. 

“Following is an extract from captured 
divisional orders: 

“*There is nothing that causes us 
more sorrow, increases the courage of 
the enemy and encourages him to at- 
tack more freely, causing us great 
losses, than the losing of these trenches. 
Henceforth, commanders who surrender 
these trenches, from whatever side the 
attack may come, before the last man 
is killed, will be punished in the same 
way as if they had fled. Especially 
will the commanders of units told off 
to guard a certain front be punished if, 
instead of thinking about their work. 
supporting their units and giving in- 
formation to the higher command, they 
only take action after a regrettable in- 
cident has taken place. 

"Il hope this will not occur again. 1 
have given notice that if it does I shal! 
carry out the punishment. I do not 
desire to see a blot made on the cour- 
age of our men by those who escape 
from the trenches to avoid the rifle 
and machine gun fire of the enemy. 
Henceforth I shall hold responsible al] 
officers who do not shoot with their re- 
volvers all privates who try to escape 
from the trenches on any pretext.

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‘OPPORTUNITY GIVEN 
MINISTER SULLIVAN 
TO RESIGN HIS POST 


American Representative in Do- 
»  minican Republic Guilty 
ot indiscretions. 


July 6-—James M. 


WASHINGTON, 
Sullivan, American Minister to the Do- 
minican Repubiic, has been given the 
opportunity to resign as a result of the 
investigation conducted by the commis- 
sion Headed by’ Senator James D. Phe- 


lan of California. 

Tne report <* #+s commission, which 
was appointed by former Secretary 
Bryan, nas been on file several weeks. 
‘Secretary Lansing a few days ago, by 
instructions of President Wilson, in- 
formed Sullivan the report had recom- 
mended that he be permitted to resign. 
The Minister was given a week to con- 
sider the matter and his resignation is 
expected. 

While ihe Phelan report has not been 
made public it is understood to criti- 
cize Sullivan for indiscretions in the 
conduct of his office, though praising 
him for putting into effect certain re- 
forms and having accomplished many 
things in the interest of the United 
States. It called particular attention 
to a letter written by Sullivan, in wnich 
he referred disparagingly to the people 
of San Domingo. This letter, the com- 
mission held, impaired the usefulness 
of the Minister. 

It is understood that the commission 
exonerated Sullivan of all charges af- 


fecting his integrity. 


NO DECREASE IN NUMBER OF 
- SALOON LICENSES EXPECTED 


Time for Receiving Applications at 
Excise Office Expires Tomor- 
row Evening. 

No decrease in the number of saloon 
licenses is expected in Excise Commis- 
sioner Rumsey’s office, where applica- 
tions are now being received, the time 
limit expiring tomorrow evening. This 
morning it was announced that the num- 
» ber was about 2250, as compared with 
2300 previously, and that the difference 
would probably be made up in the re- 
maining two days. The present number 
means one saloon for every 346 persons 
in St. Louis, estimating the population 

at 750,000. 

The Kansas City Board of Excise (and 
Police) Commissioners hawe introduced 
new requirements, which are expected 
to reduce the number of saloons in that 
city considerably. They have announced 
that every applicant must show that he 
is not the agent or representative of any 
brewery or distillery. 

This action was taken in pursuance 
r ~ the provisions of the State law, which 


rovides that the representatives of 
b¥reweries or distilleries cannot obtain 
waloon licenses. Excise Commissioner 
Rumsey has refused to take any step 
toward enforcing this law in St. Louis.

Its aim is to eliminate dependence upon others 
ir the nature of the people who are down and out 
and to make them self-supporting. In short, their 
ultimate aim is to eliminate abject poverty. Work- 
ing quietly and unobtrusively, it keeps the de- 
in food and clothing, furnishes 
medicine and medical attendance for the sick, se- 
cures positions for the husband, father, brother or 
sister who are out of employment, and buries 
In fact, ita work is too large to men- 
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AND HARD COAL AT $8.50 A TON. 

“No effort was made to prove that the price of 
coal was excessive,” says the opinion of a Federal 
Court at Philadelphia, denying a petition for the 
dissolution of the Reading holding company. 

So, in this particular attack on that intricate 
community of transportation and mining inger- 
ests known as the Hard Coal Trust, no attempt 
was made to prove the thing that seems easiest 
to prove. If the retail price charged for hard 
coal in a great area of the country is not exces- 
sive, what could be considered excessive? If it 
includes only legitimate profit where would we 
look for monopoly profit? 

About all the features of the combination which 
the Government’s counsel contended were illegal, 
the opinion declares are legal. And about the 
only things the opinion says are illegal are fea- 
tures whose legality the Government’s counsel 
did not deny. 

The monopolizing of great areas of unmined 
coal is only a prudent acquisition of surplus de- 
posits with a view to fiiture needs, according to 
the opinion. No oppression through trust prac- 
tices was found to exist by the court. The com- 
modities clause has not been violated. 

The Reading’s connection with the Lehigh 
Navigation Co. is not illegal. However, the Le- 
high Navigation Co. may itself be an illegal com- 
bine, but as that point was not raised by the 
Government’s counsel it must be determined in 
another suit, if determined at all. 

The New Jersey Central Railroad, which con- 
trols the Wilkes-Barre Coal Co., is controlled by 
the Reading holding company, which also controls 
the Reading Coal and Iron Co. This makes a bad 
combination, the court admits, but one that can 
be brought within the law by separating the New 
Jersey Central and the Wilkes-Barre Co. As this 
point, however, had never been argued, it must 
be a subject of further proceedings. 

After years of effort against the Hard Coal 
Trust the net progress to date is represented in 
a Supreme Court decision last week reversing 
a lower court that had acquitted another coal 
road of violating the commodities clause. This 
Reading decision will be also appealed. Possibly 
it may also be reversed. But the consumer can 
figure on paying the same old robber prices for 
anthracite next winter. 

Between lower courts that have difficulty in 
recognizing a trust and Government counsel that 
leave out all‘the strong points in making up their 
case, the Coal Trust is enabled to enjoy the same 
singular immunity the Beef Trust enjoys. 
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FOURTH OF JULY CHILBLAINS.

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PRIOR LIEN ON THEIR SERVICES. 


A considerable number of the army and navy 
officers who sought to surrender their commis- 
sions had planned to accept employment with 
munition makers. 

These men had been taken in youth by the 
Government and educated, had been afforded by 
the Government time and facilities for attain- 
ing professional excellence, had, perhaps, reached 
the status of experts through experimentation 
made possible by the Government. The only 
equipment that would make them valuable 
to the ammunition manufacturers was the equip- 
ment supplied them at Government cost and now 
because they could, for a brief period, gain large 
remuneration, they sought to deprive the Govern- 
ment of their services to advance private profit. 
The ‘President justly refused to accept their res- 
ignations. 

With equal justice he also refused acceptance 
to those other officers who, though with differ- 
ent motives, unpatridtically presented their resig- 
nations at a time when both army and navy are 
under severe criticism because of an alleged weak- 
ness in personnel as well as in the means of 
making war. 


‘‘THE GREAT OE 


“The Great War Syndicate” was a story by 
Frank 'R. Stockton, published some _ years 
ago satirizing the craze for the corporate 
form of organization. It assumed that cor- 
porations had become so highly specialized 
that the Government, on the breaking out of 
war, had, under a contract, surrendered to a syn- 
dicate, formed for the purpose, the highest of all 
the obligations of sovereignty—the duty of licking 
the common enemy. 

This incorporated private War Department, with 
the navy as an adjunct, demonstrated surprising 
value as a new variety of public utility. It showed 
great wisdom, foresight, appreciation of new prob- 
lems in warfare, rapidity of action, trained tech- 
nique and genuine fighting ability. It had its 
forces at the geoper place at the proper time, was 
not taken un®wares, suffered no handicap from 
enlistment troubles or lack of shells, was involved 
in no scandal over purchases—in short, carried 
out its contract with the Government with effi- 
ciency and scrupulous fidelity and gave the public 
splendid service at a low cost previously unheard 
of in war. 

Probably in the long run, public ownership of 
the means and conduct of war is to be preferred. 
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country’s Gussie Gardners to prepare for and con- 
duct war much better than the Government can- 


not be questioned. 


THE SAFEST AND SANEST. 

The reeord of Fourth-of-July celebrations ex- 
tending over two days show a greatly reduced 
number of high explosives sold, and correspond- 
jugly less casualties. The safest and sanest 
Fourth up to date the conclusion of the record. 

While the reduction of fireworks product and 
the high prices due to the war helped to improve 
the record, much credit is given to the safe-and- 
sane campaign. Regardless of causes permanent 
good is gained by the reduction. The methods of 
celebrating the Fourth are largely matters of 
habit. Anything that tends to weaken the ex- 
plosive habit makes for saner and safer cele- 
brations. The campaign should go on until the 
use of dangerous explosives as an expression of 
patriotism and a means of amusement will be 
looked upon as intolerable folly. 
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CHILDREN’S GUARDIANS’ BILL. 

One of the most important measures passed by 
the Board of Aldermen was what ig known as 
Board Bill No. 76, amending City Ordinance No. 
26,565, creating the Board of Children’s Guardi- 
ans. 

The new bill reorganizes the board under the 
State Act of April 3, 1911, and under the authori- 
ty of Section 3, Article 14 of the new City Char- 
ter. It follows pretty closely the wording of the 
existing ordinance, but enlarges the scope and 
power of the board and provides for the new con- 
ditions when the Industrial School changes its 
location to the Bellefontaine Farms site. 

Perhaps what was intended to be the most 
vital change is in the eighth clause of section six, 
providing that the board shall have authority ‘‘to 
transfer to said Board of Education (of the city 
of St. Louis) all children said board may be 
qualified to receive when it shall have established 
a parental school, as authorized by the laws of 
Missouri.” 3 

It has been said that the new bill takes the 
Industrial School, or the Bellefontaine Farms, as 
ir will be called, out of the class of penal institu- 
tions. But an examination of Sections 1709-1714 
of the Revised Statutes of Missouri, providing for 
the creation of “parental schools,”. shows that 
such schools are to be “places of detention,” for 
“delinquent and dependent children.” It is spe- 
cially provided in Section 1710 that the children 
who are to be “detained,” that is to say, impris- 
oned, in such “parental” schools are “all of the 
delinquent or dependent children who shall be 
ordered by the Juvenile Court of said county to 
be detained therein for so long a time as said 
Court shal! order.” 

This does not look like removing the children 
from the penalized class. And, the Industrial or 
Bellefontaine Farms school itself, being as it 
must be, a place of detention, it is doubtful if the 
city of St. Louis will avail itself of the authority 
of the State Parental Schools law to create an- 
other place of detention for children, on the lines 
laid down by that law. It would be a duplication 
of institutions. 

The new law provides that the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians shall arrange with the Board 
of Education for the instruction of the children 
at the institution. And this is al] that the Board 
o: Education will have to do with the Industrial 
School. In all other respects it will be a self- 
governing institution. There is no practical pro- 
vision to bring children under its control into the 
control of the Board of Education as free chil- 
dren. 

The provisions of the bill for the care of de- 
pendent children by their own mothers opr by 
placing them with suitable families or in other 
institutions are carefully designed to limit bene- 
fits to St. Louis children. 

In spite of the apparent defects noted, the bill 
would give the board power to do a great deal 
more for the unfortunate children than it could 
do under the existing ordinance. 
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THE ‘‘REMONTADOS’’ OF ST. LOUIS. 

‘‘Remontados” is a word formed after the anal- 
ogy of “reconcentrados” and used with a very 
definite meaning in the Philippines. It applies to 
persons who flee to the woods and jungles and re- 
fuse to pay their taxes. Portrayed from published 
descriptions, they seem to belong to the same 
general class as St. Louisans who resort to d2- 
vious jungle ways to avoid paying persona! taxes. 

But the Filipinos seem to have no word to de- 
scribe sworn officials and officers of justice who 
involve themselves in jungles of inconsistencies 
and contradictions by refusing to take the pre- 
scribed measures against persons who refuse to 
pay their taxes. 
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A FEDERATION OF ART MUSEUMS. 

The projectors of a body to be known as the 
Middle West Art Association propose something 
different from a league of art lovers and unoffi- 
cial art societies. What is planned is a federation 
of the boards in control of art museums having 
a more or less official relation with the cities in 
which they are located. The institutions to which 
it is planned to give representation in the new 
federated organization are those of St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, Detroit, Cleveland, Toledo, Indianapolis and 
Minneapolis. 

Co-operation on the part of all the several cities 
in arranging exhibitions of merit for the instruc- 
tion of the public will, of course, be helpful.
